WASHINGTON (UP)-President 
j Eisenhower said today the jury 
; trial amendment to the civil rights 
bill would be most damaging to 
the entire federal judiciary. 
The President restated his op­ 
position to the amendment, adopt­ 
ed by the Senate, at his news 
conference. 
He declined, however, to s a y 
whether he would veto the bill if 
it reached his desk in its present 
torm. 
He repeated his statement of 
Aug. 
2 
that 
the 
measure 
as 
amended by the Senate would se­ 
riously hamper operations of the 
federal courts system. 
The President announced also 
that he plans to nominate soap 
manufacturer Neil H. McElroy to 
succeed Charles E. Wilson as sec­ 
retary of defense. 
He said the actual nomination 
will not be made, however, until 
the Cincinnati businessman passes 
an extensive but routine govern­ 
ment investigation of his fitness 
for the key cabinet post. 
The President said Wilson noti­ 
fied him some time ago that he 
I wanted to leave the cabinet before 
the Defense Department starts 
this fall to prepare next year’s 
budket. 
Eisenhower called McElroy one 
of the most capable men in Amer­ 
ica. 


Meanwhile. Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson said he 
will seek agreement later today 
for a Senate vote on passage of 
the civil rights measure—-tonight if 
possible. He predicted passage by 
a two-third margin. 
Senate Republican Leader Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland, looking ahead 
to a conference with the House on 
the measure, said that administra­ 
tion lawyers are drawing up a new 
compromise which they hope will 
be acceptable to the President and 
the two houses.

Is Arrested 


NEW YORK (UP)—A federal 
grand jury today in dieted Rudolf 
Ivanovich Abel, a top Russian in­ 
telligence officer, on charges of 
transmitting American defense se­ 
crets to Moscow while posing as 
a photographer in Brooklyn. 
Abel, a Russian citizen, faces ex 
ecution if convicted of the charges 
under the peacetime espionage act 
of 1954. 
Abel was arrested at McAllen, 
Tex., and will be arraigned later 
today before U.S. Commissioner 
J.C. Hall at Edinburg. Tex. 
Authorities said Abel was one of 
the most daring spies ever caught 
in the United States. He was re­ 
ported to be the head of a ring 
which attempted to enlist U.S. 
servicemen as spies and commu­ 
nicated with Russia by short wave 
radio.

indictment 
charged Abel with gathering infor­ 
mation for the Kremlin “relating 
to the national defense of the Unit­ 
ed States and particular y infor­ 
mation as to arms equipment and 
disposition of the armed forces 
and the atomic energy program.” 
It said Abel held the Russian rank 
of colonel and had been a member 
of the Soviet’s top intelligence 
agency since 1927. 
When Abel was arrested in Mc­ 
Allen, Texas, just a few miles 
from the Mexican border, he had 
$6,000 on him, indicating that he 
might have planned to flee the 
United States.
